' This employee entered on duty 5/6/29 as a Special Agent, CAF-8, §2900 per annum. 

; At the conclusion of his training period,. Inspector J. M. Keith said his personal appear- 
j ance and approach were good, he had rather ordinary features, had only a fair personality 
; but was. steady in poise, average in speech and possessed a fair amount of assurance. He 
exhibited no nervousness, was average in tact, and it was believed he would rather slowly 
develop into a satisfactory commercial: accountant.' He did, not appear to have any executive 
ability. 

• Shortly after his transfer to the field, his SAG reported he was developing slowly as he 
thought he "knew it all", was over-bearing in manner, self-opinionated, received instruc- 
tions with a poor attitude^, -used very poor judgment and lacked tact. He had handled a 
Bankruptcy case alone very satisfactorily, but his personal appearance was not satisfactory 
and he had a poor personality. It was subsequently stated that he presented an excellent 
personal appearance, went about, his duties in an aggressive and methodical manner, had con- 
fidence in his ability and was an extremely diligent worker. He was amenable to discipline 
and suggestions at all times and there was nothing to indicate the over-bearing and cocky 
attitude referred to by hj.s previous superiors. He had apparently remedied "the deficiencies 
regarding personal conduct and demeanor as observed previously and, all in all, he was. an 
employee who possessed ability and who would be an extremely valuable employee to the Bureau 
with additional experience. 

Later reports submitted rafter he had. been, assigned as a Supervisor at the Seat of Government, 
reflected his work was entirely satisfactory, he was well versed in the Bureau's policies, 
had a very thorough knowledge of the cases he supervised and handled his work in an efficient 
manner. He aggressively followed up his cases, was rated among the six best speakers at the 
Seat of Government, and had .made many talks and addresses, for' which he received many com- 
, ‘ mandatory letters. The talks which he had made, tours and other work required considerable 
» ^^ rae ; necessitating that he put in long hours of' overtime. Despite this fact, he suggested 
that the Bureau conduct an accounting, school and had given freely of his time in lecturing 
before this school. Although he worked, hard, he was always ready, willing and eager to 
take on any additional assignment or to assist any of the Bureau employees. He was one of 
the Bureau's most enthusiastic, loyal and conscientious employees, and these qualities, 
together with his commendable attitude, made him an outstanding Supervisor. 

During this period, he served in Atlanta, Birmingham, Washington, D. C., Chicago, Los 
Angeles, and in. various divisions at the Seat of Government, and advanced in grade and 
salary to CAF-13, §6860 per annum. On 9/24/45 , he was designated Assistant Chief of the 
Security Division. 

I RECORD IN GRADE CAF-13, §6860 : On 3/31/46 , Mr. Ladd rated him EXCELLENT and said that for 

the past year, Mr. Pennington had been Assistant Division Chief in Charge of the Accounting 
and Fraud Section of the Security Division. He had an excellent knowledge of accounting and 
an analytical mind which permitted his readily following the accounting, work.: He was ex- 

tremely loyal to the Bureau, constantly strived to develop and improve relations for the 
Bureau, was a hard worker, possessed administrative and executive ability and had performed 
his functions in an excellent manner. 

On 7/1/46, he was afforded a basic salary increase to $7820.40 per annum, and on 1/12/47, 
his salary was increased to $8059.80 per annum under the provisions , of the Uniform Promdtion 
Act. ■ ’ '*** 
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On 3/31/47 Mr , Ladd rated him EXCELLENT and said he had a thorough grasp of 

I accounting and accounting problems , had done considerable Outside work in 
the field of public relations , all of which he handled on behalf of the 
Bureau , was an extremely hard worker and was possessed of administrative and 
executive ability .

By letter dated 1/11/49 the Director congratulated him on being appointed to 
a three-year term as a member of the National Americanism Commission - the 
American Legion. 

On 3/31/49 Mr-.- Bosen rated him EXCELLENT. 

|iJy letter dated 5/6/49 he was awarded the Twenty-Year Service Award Key. 

During an inspection of the Investigative Division in October, 1949, 

Inspector Harbo said he was well qualified for his present assignment as 
Chief of the Accounting Section. 

On 10/30/49 he received a basic salary increase to $9000 per annum in GS-14, 
and on 1/22/50 he received a uniform promotion to $9200 per annum in GS-14. 

By letter dated 2/15/50 the Director congratulated him upon his re-election 
as President of the Grand Army of the Bepublic Memorial Day Corporation. 

By letter dated 3/13/50 he was CANTIONED for the delay on the part of a 
supervis or in the ApCwunting Section, Cecil M. Miller, to bring to the 
attention of an appropriate superior the fact that a. request had been 
received from the Department of Justice for an Antitrust investigation of 
the Ford Motor Company and a question remained as to whether adequate 
instructions had been issued to that supervisor regarding the proper handlina 
of such matters. ' 

On 3/31/50 Mr. Bosen rated him EXCELLENT. 

A physical examination afforded him on 3/16/50 at the United States Naval 
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Hospital , Bethesda, Maryland certified him, as capable of performing moderate

He was afforded a physical examination 4/9/51 at the United States Naval 
Hospital, Bethesda, Maryland, at which time he was certified for strenuous 
physical exertion , It was recommended he -return for a repeat electrocardiogram 
in six months .

By letter dated 10/9/51 he. was* COMMENDED for the excellent services he

I On 3/31/52 Mr, Winterrowd rated him SATISFACTORY and said he was a devoted, 
trusted and loyal employee • While he required some supervision in connection 
with handling of the Accounting, Fraud, SS and Civil Section, he was energetic 
and followed on matters closely according to the requirements of the situation • 
He was on sick leave on two different occasions since the first of the year 
as a result of an attack of virus influenza ; it was believed he had recovered 
fully from this. 

His overtime for March, 1952 was 2 hours 15 minutes. 
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On 4/l/52 he was afforded a physical examination at the United States Naval 
Hospital , Bethesda, Maryland , at which time he was certified for strenuous 
physical exertion , The electrocardiogram afforded him revealed a right

He attended In-Service Training on June 2, 9 and 10, 1952 , 

By letter dated 7/17/52 the Director congratulated him upon his election as 
National Executive Committeeman of the American Legion for the District of 
Columbia , 

jon 7/20/52 he was reallocated to Grade GS—15, $ 10,800 per annum , 

By letter dated 7/21/52 he was CENSURED for his carelessness in mislaying 
certain mail pertaining to the case entitled n Northern Ordnance , Inc,, 

Northern Pump Company, Fraud Against the Government **, His carelessness in 
this instance resulted in this case not being closely followed by the Seat 
of Government as it Should have been , He was undoubtedly aware of the 
importance of properly and carefully maintaining all pertinent material 
relating to official investigations. 

During an inspection of the Investigative Division in August, 1952, Inspector 
Brown said he was an excellent conta.ct man for the Bureau,. A substantial 
portion of his. time was devoted to. such work , particularly with American 
Legion matters. He was thoroughly, experienced in accounting and related 
matters, and afforded the work of his Section close supervision. His 
supervision was Considered well above average as io detail. His overtime for 
the months of May, June, and July, 1952 averaged, 3 hours 24 minutes per day.

\months. Various delays occurred on the" part of the field, but no explanations 
were requested as to reasons for them. The Bureau felt that it was his 
responsibility to see that the field was followed closely in order that cases 
handled by his section were completed at the earliest possible date,

By letter dated 12/5/52 he was CENSURED inasmuch as during the past year 
. instructions were issued to the field by supervisors in the Investigative 
Division on three separate occasions as the result of the passage by Congress 
of Public Law number 79, Eighty-Second Congress , This law related to the 
8 handling of Bribery investigations emanating in another government department , 
However, in none of these instances were appropriate manual changes submitted 
and as a result the Bureau 1 s records in this regard were incomplete. 
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By letter dated 1/6/53 he was CENSURES concerning his delinquency and that 
of other Bureau off icials to initiate necessary action to assure adequate 
i coverage of matters arising in the New York water ffont area as revealed 
during public hearings. The possibility of - the existence of Federal violation .

, .reviewed the circumstances relating to the handling of an allegation that a 
Special Agent formerly serving as a * supervisor in his section had in. 1947

Bureau investigative report in the case entitled | | Et A1 ; 

Fraud Against the Government, n to an outride individual and it was apparent, 
that he, himself, were remiss in this situation and also the handling of the 
collection of information regarding, the allegation which was under his 
supervision was entirely unsatisfactory. Specifically, he was informed 
on January 14, 1953, that the attorney in question had a notation in his- 
diary upon which the allegation was based. He neglected to secure t the exact 
wording of this, diary entry in order that the Bureau might be in possession 
of full and complete details ibhen ascertaining the facts. In addition no 
effort was made at that time to contact the agent at his present office of 
assignment in order to secure his comments and t explanation with regard to. , 
the allegation in the diary entry. It should have been perfectly clear 
to him that this action was necessary in a matter of such importance. 

On 3/31/53 Mr, Malley rated him SATISFACTORY and said he was energetic 
and followed matters under his supervision according ■ to the requirements of 
| the situation. He was rated in the upper limits of Satisfactory , 

IjHis. overtime average for April, 1953, was. 3 hours 11 minutes. 

By letter dated 5/12/53 \ the Director expressed his appreciation for all that 
Mr, Pennington had done Over the years to establish the wonder fulsspir it of 
cooperation and friendship which existed between the American Legion and the 
l FBI. He realised perhaps better than anyone else who was present the previous 
morning in the Director's office how much it meant to the Director to receive 
the High Legion Citation of the District of Columbia Department of the 
American Legion, The Director was particularly pleased that he was desig- 
nated to present the medal, and it was fitting- that he should do so. To say 
that the Director was deeply honored to receive this award was most inade- 
quate, His words of presentation were impressive and highly gratifying to 
the Director , 



During an Inspection of the Investigative Division in May 1953, Inspector 
Mason said he was adequate and competent in his present position. 

By letter dated 9/14/53 he was COMMENDED for the splendid manner in which he 
carried out his heavy responsibilities, in connection with the national 
convention of the American Legion in S-t, Louis, 








On 10-27-53 the Di rector saw him and said Inspector Pennington called to see 
him and stated that he had been offered the position to head up all of the 
Americanism work of the American Legion and that while he was loathe to leave 
'the Bureau , this new position would give him an-income of $ 300 a month more 
than he was receiving in the Bureau and would enable him at the same time to 
carry on more actively some of the work which he had been interested in in the 
Legion, The Director said he told Mr. Pennington that he was most regretful 
of his decision to retire but that obviously he would not urge him to pass up 
an opportunity that might afford him a larger income and , at the same time, 
be agreeable and pleasant work. Mr. Pennington stated he wanted the Bureau 
to feel that he was still a part of it and he would be ready to respond to 
any requests for assistance or information in his new field of endeavor. 

By letter dated 11,-2-53 he requested retirement , to be effective at the close 
of business ll-13r-53. It is noted he ceased duty on 11-13-53 .. 

By letter dated 11-5-53 he was advised that his. request for retirement was 
being accepted effective 11-3.Q/-53. 

Qn his-' cease t duty report Mr. Malley rated him SATISFACTORY and said Mr. 
Pennington was in charge of the Accountings Frauds Selective Service and 
C-ivtl Section of the Investigative Division from 4-rl to 7-24-53, at which 
time there was a reorganisation in the Investigative Division. Since 7-24-53 
he had been Unit Chief of the Accounting Unit in the. investigative Division. 

He had performed his official duties in an entirely' satisfactory manner. In 
addition to his official duties at the Seat of Government , he had handled a 
number of matters in which the Bureau had considerable interest in a highly 
satisfactory manner y and he had been commended on two occasions during this 
rating period for his work along these lines. He was considered an outstanding 
Bureau representative . Mr. Malley said that this was a special report in 
view of his retirement, active duty ceasing^ 11-13-53. At such time he wished 
thei-record to show that he had been associated with him for many years and 
he had neper called upon him. for any task for which he was not readily avail- 
able and willing to participate . 

By memorandum dated 11-13-53 Mr. Nichols advised that at the farewell party 
for Mr. Pennington on Thursday evening, he thought Mr. Pennington exhibited 
an excellent attitude . In his comments he made some very fine and spirited 
remarks. In a private conversation, he expressed the hope that we would not 
treat him as an ex-Bureau employee but that we would call on him whenever it 
was necessary and that he could at any time pick up the phone and swing into 
action and accomplish things he could never accomplish while in the Bureau. 

Mr. Nichols advised that he didn't think there was any question as to Mr. 
Pennington's basic loyalties. In the course of the conversation, he stated 
that the National Commander ■ of the American Legion had called him late the 
day before and had asked if there would be any possibility of the Director 
making some statement about Lee's taking over the Americanism Commission of 
the American Legion. Lee stated that he was very reluctant to ask for this 
and what did Mr. Nichols think. Mr. Nichols said he told him that the Director

By letter dated 11-18-53 to the Director , Mr. Pennington advised that he 
was fortunate endugh to see the Mutif&ibnqadcdst of the Directory's testimony 
on 11-17-53 in connection with, the Harry Dexter White Case 3 and felt that the 
Director did a whale of a job for the Bureau. By letter dated 11-25-53 his 
letter of 11-18-^53 was acknowledged by the Bureau. 

By letter dated 12-7-53 he was presented with a plaque which had his FBI badge, 
mounted thereon. 

1 By; letter dated 13-9-53 to the Directory he expressed his appreciation for 
the letter of 12-7-53 and the plaque that he received.

In a memorandum to Mr, Toleon dated September 3, 1954 , Mr\ 
Nichole gave the high ltghte of the American Legion Convention with 
emphasis on the Bureau's particular interests . The information in this 
memorandum resulted from ooverage of the Legion Convention by Inspector 
G. D* DeLoaoh and Special Agent Donald G . Banning . 



On page 8 4 and 5 of referenced memorandum under a suboaption 
"Miscellaneous, " there was set forth information received from Mr, 
Edward Bundy of the Illinois Department of the American legion which 
indicated that the illinots Department was extremely dissatisfied with 
former Bureau inspector Lee Pennington, now director of the Americanism 
Commission of the American Legion, It was stated, "...The Illinois 
Department was extremely agitated at pennington because he had failed 
to bring to the floor of the General Assembly numerous documents and 
pamphlets regarding the fight against Communism. This included some 
several thousand documents which Pennington asked that the FBI prepare 
for him so that they could be given away on the floor of the General 
Assembly." in regard to the above quote, Mr. Tolson noted, "What were 
they?" and the Director noted, " I would like to know." 



In regard to these inquiries, the following is pointed out. 
in a memorandum to Tolson dated August 10, 1954, Mr. Nichols advised 

that inspector Deloach and Special Agent Banning had luncheon on that 
same date with Pennington at which time matters concerning the forthcoming 
American Legion Convention were discussed.

In addition, the Legion’s na- 
tional Americanism commission 
chairman, Lee R. Pennington, has 
informed Rubin* that the Legion 
approves of state commander 
Arch Thomas' "no fanfare"

Both points were made pub- 
lic Sunday in a batch of letters 
released by Thomas, a Starke 
attorney, who said they “might 
clear the air of charges and 
counter-charges flying 
around, 1 ' 

Thomas and Rubin, a former 
assistant state attorney geqerai 
and past state chairman of the 
Legion’s Un-American Activities 
commission, have been waging a 
running battle since Thomas be- 
came state commander in May. 

Rubin, whose controversial 
Communist * hunting bill was 
spurned by the 1955 state legis- 
lature, was hit by TJhomas for 
"McCarthy - like Communist 
hunts." 

Thomas said the Legion 
I would follow a policy of ferret* 
ing oat subversives by “work- 
[ ing quietly with the FBI and v

Rubin counter-charged that 
Thomas' views contradicted the 
thinking of two American gen- 
erals and a United States senator, 
In the letter released Sunday, 
Rubin was told by Pennington 
that the Legion would not in- 
vestigate the Florida department.

He stated he was retired and 
therefore would have more time than Mr. Hanning to be of 
value to the Legion. I pointed out to him that Mr. Hanning 
was a current employee of the FBI and therefore was in a 
much better position to be both of benefit to the Legion and 
particularly to the Director and the FBI. I told him that 
the Director regarded the National Americanism Commission 
as an ally of the Bureau and therefore the appointee should 
be a current employee who was not only knowledgeable concerning 
FBI operations, but was under the supervision of the Director. 
Pennington was considerably upset over this matter. 



Occasionally Messrs. Hanning, Coll and I hear rumors 
in Legion circles that Pennington continues to grumble over 
(1) the refusal of the Bureau to intercede with the Legion to 
obtain a waiver concerning his retirement, and (2) ray failure 
to replace Mr. Hanning and put Pennington on the National 
Americanism Commission. Chief among Mr. Pennington’s complaints 
is the fact that the FBI Post gets two or three national appoint 
ments each year, while the Justice Department Post (of which 
Mr. Pennington is a member) gets no appointments. 



American Legion National Headquarters here in Washington 
looks upon Pennington as rather a sad commentary. He apparently 
has very little to do and on occasion hangs around and attempts 
to engage various employees in small talk. This proves to be 
a source of constant irritation. The National Adjutant has 
often voiced the thought that he should issue a rule barring 
Pennington from entering the Legion’s National Headquarters. 



ACTION: 



The FBI employees who maintain liaison with the 
American Legion will hold Pennington at arm’s length and 
have nothing to do with him.

Special Agent Hanning has advised me that he received a 
telephone call from former Bureau employee, Lee Pennington, and was 
at a loss to understand just why Pennington contacted him. He has not 
been in previous contact with Hanning for many months. 

Pennington did not seem to have anything in mind other 
than to go into a vitriolic tirade against you (Mr. DeLoach) personally and 
FBI Post 56 in particular. He sfeemed to resent the success of both in 
Legion circles and certainly exhibited a petty and jealous attitude. It was 
very difficult to pin him down on specifics, but he did admit he was bitter 
about the fact that FBI Post 56 had received three national appointments 
from the National Commander while his Department of Justice post had 
received none. He was told this was a reward for hard work and dedicated 
service. 

Pennington claimed that Hanning bad been successively named 
to a post on the National Americanism Commission for many years and that 
he had been ignored for such an appointment. He stated that the Justice 
Department post had a right to have this;appointment. Pennington was reminded 
that the FBI had held this appointment for many years going back to his time 
and that this appointment was properly tendered to a current employee of the 
Bureau. It is pointed out that the Justice Department post of the American 
Legion is a small disorganized one and never takes, part invany^ctS^^

Pennington rambled on further about petty mailers off Leg-ion 
policy and procedures, but terminated the conversation a^ruptl^when a’dvfSbd 
by Hanning that he was ^obviously jealous of the success of both you and FBI 
Post 56 .and that we did not care to listen any further to his intemperate tirade.

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American newspaper readers have recently been "regaled" with fairy tales by Jack 
(Underground) Anderson, Drew- (Ananias) Pearson's associate liar, which make Anderson 
(the prize War Coward of World War II) look like the super hero of Standard Oil s War 
in Viet Nam. Anderson even claimed to have gone on battle missions with US flyers, to 
have slogged thru the rice paddied with the Marines, to have slugged it out with the 
Army and to have gone into battle with the Navy. 

To cap, the mendacious climax, Underground Andy wrote in his March 1st stint that 
an intelligence report warned that the Viet Congs were about to attack Pleiku. This 
clown said he immediately flew up where the bullets jarere starting to fly and even spent 
the night in a command post where the war was being escalated* Those who know Anderson 
and the way he ducked the draft in 1942 with a perjured and false questionnaire, know 
this to be the purest sheep dip. If Anderson • ever heard that bullets were going to 
fly, he would hightail it in the opposite direction as he did in 1942. 

That's exactly what this coward did in this case. He never le'ft Saigon and was 
always looking for the most bombproof "recess" in the city. Instead of the three weeks 
his "dispatches" indicated, he was only there a few days. Everything he wrote, and 
filed with phoney date lines, was taken from US Information Service background sheets 
which are furnished daily to all newsmen in Saigon. 

Anderson Perjured Himself Nine Times — In trying to throw a smokescreen over his 
cowardice in World War II, he committed perjury in nine counts on a deposition taken in 
a libel suit by L/C Phil Corso against the Pearson-Anderson duo, in June 1966. The 
day after the Pearl Harbor betrayal Uncle Sam issued his call for men. Two days later 
Anderson, who was 18 years old, out of high school and of prime draft age tried to hide 
behind the skirts of the Mormon Church. He wrangled an "assignment" as an unpaid, pay- 
your-own-expenses "missionary with a roving assignment" in the Southeastern states. 

When his Salt Lake City draft board caught up with him, and convinced him that he 
couldn't get away with this type of flim flam, he filed a questionnaire (July 1, 1942) 
in which he swore that he was then a member of the Armed forces. The Mormon Church cer- 
tified to us that he was a play missionary in Alabama from December 19, 1941 to Feb. 
22, 1944. Under the belief that he was serving his country the Board put kirn in Class 
1-C and forgot about him until the end of the war, and then some. c— 

More Falsehoods— -Anderson was never able to account for his whereabouts from Feb- 
ruary 1944 until -the end of- the war 18 months later. But immediately after the Jap 
surrender he showed up back home in Salt Lake City and got his name in the city direct- 
ory. In his perjured deposition, he swdre he was in the Merchant Marine Academy (what 
period, he didn't say). The Academy writes that they never heard of him. He said he 
was a sergeant, on the staff ot the Pacific Stars & Stripes. 

There was no Pacific Stars and Stripes then. The Army paper in that area was 
called "The Round-up". However after the war it was taken over by the Stars and Stri- 
pes, who write us that they never heard of Anderson. If some member of Congress, in a 
position like Mendel Rivers, Armed Forces Committee chairman, ever develops the guts 
of a chipmunk. Underground Andy can go to prison, for a long time for what amounts to 
desertion in time of war. 

Pearson Sets the Example — Anderson's boss (Pearson) is a kindred spirit. He was 
the prize War Coward of World War I. Tho of military age he steadfastly ducked any 
confrontation with his draft .board for 19 months. At Swarthmore College, where Pearson 
was ducking the draft, they had a unit of the Students Army Training Corps, which put 
on uniforms of a sort and did close order drill on the campus. This same drill was 
routine for the Girl Cadets of high schools all over the land. Army men used the ini- 
tials SATC to call it the "Safe at the College" sisters. 

All thru his junior year he stayed away from the SATC. When his senior year began 
in September 1918 he still was totally disinterested in close order drill. But when 
his draft number came up on Oct. 25, 1918, he became very interested. As quick as he 
could (3 days later) he "joined up" with the Girl Cadets and did close order drill for 
14 days, at which time the war ended.

Jacfc (Junior Louse) Anderson is the prize slacker and Mystery Man oi’ World War II. 
Junior outdid His boss, Drew (Ananias) Pearson wlio took the prize slacker prize in 
World War I. Pearson is the arch hatist and disgrace to the newspaper profession who 
hates everybody (except Communists), and takes a sadistical delight in wrongfully burt- 
ing men in public life. Altho of, prime draft age, Anderson never registered in 1942, 
or even thereafter, but went underground when he thought the l*eds were catching up with 
him, or that his draft board was reaching out as if to say "Uncle Sam wants you, even 
if you ain f t much of a man. lie can put you on the Latrine Detail." 

Anderson’s cowardice came to light forcefully when he was forced to make a deposi- 
tion in the case of a $6,000,000 libel suit filed against him and Pearson by Lt. Col. 
Philip Corso. "Wholesale Perjury" is a mild way of describing this affidavit; and per- 
jury makes the culprit liable for 2-to-10 years in the penitentiary under District of 
Columbia law. Robert E. Manuel, the Corso attorney* did his best to draw out of him 
information about where he was all during World War II, for the purpose of* determining, 
his credibility. 

Falsehood No. 1 — But, no soap. CAPSULE NEWS has checked his nine major answers, 
and found 8% of them to be outright lies. One of his nine major "Answers’ (if one can 
call them that) was half true. Mis first statement was that he "received a call to be 
a missionary of the Mormon Church, and stayed in that position over two years, under 
the belief that he (while 22 years old) was too young for the draft. ^ The Mormon Church 
says he was an unsalaried pay-your-own-expenses missionary in Florida, Georgia, Ala- 
bama, Mississippi and South Carolina from December 20* 1941,^ to Feb. 22, 1944. It took* 
him but two weeks after Pearl Harbor for him to wangle this "call". 

But it appears Anderson was using the Mormon Church as a cover for whatever he was 
doing to bring in the mazuma for his living, traveling and other expenses. His parents 
couldn't have been supporting him in this style because his father (Orlando N. Ander- 
son) was only a clerk in the Salt Lake City post office, and- his mother was unemployed. 

They were listed thus in the 1941 Salt Lake City directory. Jack N. Anderson was 
listed as a reporter in the TRIBUNE; in 1940 as a student. He and his parents lived 
far down (2173) on Fardown Avenue. Next, Jack N. was listed in the 1946 Job (compiled 
late in 1945) when his name was shown (no occupation) at the Fardown Avenue address, 
lie thus had to have come from underground shortly or immediately after V-J Day, which 
day made him safe from his draft board. 

Where he was underground is' as much of d mystery here as is how he made the money 
to carry on his alleged missionary work. Many folks think he was conducting black, mar- 
ket operations with the Mormon Church as. a. cover, since he had no trade or profession 
! and this was a "popular" calling in those days for persons of . that stripe with little 
1 oi\ no ethics. 

The false part of this "answer" was "I was ordained as a minister when . I accepted 
■, the "call" to be a Mormon missionary The Mormon religion says that a Morman technic- 
ally becomes an ordained minister at the age of 12 but has no powers unfil lie makes 5 

degrees. Starting at 12 he is a deacon. Then he has to take teacher, priest, elder, 

seventy and high priest. All of these degrees are automatic if he attends church. 

Falsehood' No. 2 ---' "Early in 1944 I volunteered for the Naval Reserve and was sent 
to the Merchant Marine Academy, Marine Officer training school at San Mateo* Califor- 
nia." The Navy Department says he didn’t volunteer or join the Naval Reserves because 
there was no such thing at that time. With coming of the war all Naval Reserve units 
were mustered into the regular Navy and served alongside the gobs of the USN. 

■ The Merchant Marine Academy brands the second part of this statement as false in 

its entirety. It said "We have checked our personnel records and find no one by the 
name of Jack Northman Anderson as attending this academy at any time." 

The Navy also says that had he enlisted in/the Navy they’d have never sent him to 
the Merchant Marine Academy, because that was a civilian outfit under control of the 
War Shipping Administration. t . 






Falsehood No. 3 ~— "After three months 1 study at . the Academy, I received a commis- 
sion as a midshipman. >! The Academy reports that .this would have been false even if he * 
ever was there, because their students are known as "cadets 11 . In making up this lie 
Anderson got the MMA confused with the US Naval Academy. Then he lied again, under i 
oath, when he said "I volunteered for this specific program, training as a Merchant 
Marine oficer, as it was under the Naval Reserve ." The Navy said that was false. 

Falsehood No. 4— "After 3 months training, and receiving a commission as a mid- ; 
shiptnan (a rank that doesn't exist in the Merciiant Marine) T went lo sea on the CAPE 
ELIZABETH, one of our merchant marine ships. Wc sailed the South Pacific and Indian ^ 
Ocean for 7 or 8 months." When asked the name of h is captain during those 7 or 8 
month lie said he didn't know. And, Maritime Bureau records do not show him a member v i 
of this or any other merchant marine ship. , j. 

Then, the Maritime Administration says the "Liz" wasn't a training ship for the 
Merchant Marine Academy, but was a cargo ship (now in mothballs) plying the Pacific 
under control of the Army. 

Falsehood No. 5 — "I was a midshipman in the Merchant Marine about a year. My 
duties were navigation, cargo handling, studying, mostly as an apprentice officer." 
Because his ^explanations are all false, and since he "handled cargo" (if he did) it 
looks .like he was a swab jockey or a stevedore, if he ever was on this ship. We found 
no evidence that he was. 

Falsehood No. 6 — -He was asked if he got a discharge certificate from the Mer- 
chant Marine, like he would have from the other services if he had have registered , 
the draft. Ills answer, blandly: "I don't recall". I. left the Merchant Marine to be- 

come a war correspondent." Thru some unexplained process of alchemy, he, turned up (so 
he said) "in a bush" with the Chinese guerillas as a "War Correspondent". 

Falsehood No, 7- — "I was in China from sometime in 1945 until sometime in 1947 
and 1940." The Salt Lake City Directory for 1946 (compiled in late 1945, or shortly 
after V-J Day) shows Jack N. Anderson, no occupation, back at his parents' home in 
Salt Lake City. 

Falsehood No, 8 — "I was inducted into the US Army* in Chungking after the war was 
over (which was August 16, 1945). They tried to get me before, but I was in the bush 
with Chinese guerillas. When -I came out the American Embassy told me the Army had been 
inquiring about me." 

Col. Frank Milani, adjutant general of the US forces in the China-Burma-India- 
Theater during the war, said this part of Anderson's yarn is preposterous. The Army 
didn't induct people. That was done by draft boards and recruiting office’s. The Army 
didn't pick up people unless requested by the State Dept, and then they were turned 
over to the American Embassy, 

Falsehood No. 9- — Replying ,/to the question — "What branch of the Army were you 
inducted into, the infantry, artillery, or whatnot?" Anderson blibly-said "the Stars 
and Stripes". This was an Army newspaper in Europe, as Col. Milani pointed out. He 
said the C-R-I had its own paper, the ROUND-UP 

An Arabian Nights Tale — If he ever was in China it requires a fanciful flight of 
the imagination to imagine how he got there. Did he pick the name of the ship CAPE 
ELIZABETH .out of a hat? It could have been that, in seeking to get out of the country 
before the draft board caught up with him, he signed-up under a false name as a swab 
jockey or latrine orderly on the "Liz", then jumped ship when it got to Hong Kong. 

The one tiring that stands out from his false testimony is that he beat Pearson at 
his own game of draft dodging. Pearson's board did catch up with him, on October 25, 
1918 (14 days before the Armistice) and scared him so badly- he joined up ivith the girl 
cadets equivalent at Swarthmore College. Anderson's draft board never did catch up 
with him because he risked five years in the pen by not registering.

The last thing the CIA wanted 
was to be linked to the Water- 
gate incident So the CIA sent 
the FBI a file on Cecil Penning- 
ton instead of Lee Pennington.
